Now itemize the things, situ a­ 
tions or p eop le that don’t make 
y ou nerv ou s or dep ressed or ev en 
make y ou feel better. Then try to 
figu re ou t why these things, situ a­ 
tions or p eop le react on y ou the 
way they do.

Duncan of 
Gardena, Calif,, prepared for a 
joyous turkey feast. And Todd was 
tucked in bed, his dirty face washed 
and his tummy full of turkey. 


“ We had a minute of thanks at 
our meal. We normally do in our 
family. But this time it had much

father. 
Duncan, 32, an electrical engi­ 
neer, had anxiously stood over his 
trapped son, peering Into the hole 
and talking to him while rescuers 
worked. The hole had been dug 
for a concrete foundation shaft for 
a new building. 


Todd cried itermittently and a l­ 
most fell asleep at one point.

with
